Second  Consecutive  Title 


This  afternoon,  at  Gallaudet  College  in  Washington,  the  Mason-Dixon 
Swimming  Tournament  will  get  underway.  Loyola  is  defending  champ 
by  virtue  of  its  135-134  conquest  of  American  U.  in  last  season’s  finale. 

The  Hounds  Ken  Friemuth,  last  year’ s Tourney  standout,  is  the  defending 
individual  champ  in  3 different  events- the  200  yd.  butterfly  and  breast- 
roke  and  the  100  yd.  breastroke.  Loyola’s  two  ace  freestylers,  Marty 
Pilsch  and  A1  Kubelius,  are  defending  individual  titlists  in  the  440  and 
220  yd.  freestyles  respectively.  Vic  Corbin,  the  Greyhounds’  fine  diver, 
should  be  a favorite  to  cop  his  event.  Record  breaking  Freshman  Tippy 
Cronin  will  be  a man  to  watch  in  the  butterfly  contests.  Loyola’s  other 
stickout  Freshmen,  backstroker  Joe  Doyle  and  diver  Skip  Seward,  should 
also  do  well,  as  should  Hound  vets  Jim  Burns,  Tom  Jeffers»  Bill  Brooks 
and  Joe  Metz.  Seniors  Jim  Sydnor  and  Jerry  Preis  will  be  out  to  close 
their  careers  with  a big  splash  in  their  final  appearance. 

American  U.,  who  handed  the  Hounds  their  only  conference  loss  (48-47) 
will  be  the  big  obstacle  to  another  Loyola  team  title. 


Hound  wrestling  captain  Charley 
Graham,  along  with  his  senior  team- 
mate Mike  Buchness,  will  be  making 
his  last  appearance  for  Loyola  on 
the  mat.  Charley,  a three  sport  ath- 
lete, is  also  president  of  the  Block 
“L”  club.

Junior  Ken  Freimuth,  last  sea- 
son’s leading  scorer,  again  paced 
the  Hound  natators  in  scoring  this 
year  with  a total  of  98.25  points.
